His Evening arrived here Monſieur de Medac, being ſent to the 
Queen by his Father,the Baron de Gizk/e, General of Their Ma- 
"= jeſties Forces in Jre/and, with the welcome News of the aftual 
Surrender of Limericke. The Articles of Capitulation were final- 
ly agreed on, and Signed on the 3d of this Month, and in purſuance 
of them, a Gate was delivered up that Evening, it being too late 
chen to march into the Town, which might have occaſioned ſome 
Confuſion ; and on the 4th the whole Iriſh Town was Surrendred, 
the Lord Cutts marching in with 7 Regiments of Foot. The Articles ” 
are in two Parts ; thoſe that relate to Civil Afﬀairs are Signed by 
the Lords pn the General, and the perſons deputed by the Gart- 
ſon, and the other,which relates to the Military, by the Generals on 
both ſides. The Frezch and Iriſþ that have a mind to paſs beyond Sea, 
are,for their accommodation to continue in the Ezg/:ifþ Town and the 
Iſland,till ſuch time as they can be Ship'd.7 heCaſtles of Roſs andClare, 
and all other Caſtles and Places that Ritl remain in the hands of the 
Iriſh, ate to be forthwith delivered up. Sarsfe/d, and ſome others 
delign for France, and endeavour to pick up ſome Men; ,but the ill 
uſage they have had from the French in Ireland, makes very lew 
willing to go with them, 
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
